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US, Britain say common 
ground with Russia on 
Syria 


Moms Rule on Mother's 
Day at Paseo Herencia 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States and Britain on 
Monday pledged to forge 
ahead with diplomatic efforts 
to end the civil war in Syria, 
saying they had found com¬ 
mon ground with Russia on 
how to proceed. 

US President Barack 
Obama and British Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
vowed to increase pressure on 
the regime of Syria's Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad, and in¬ 
sisted that he could not be part 
of a democratic transition. 

"Syria's history is being 
written in the blood of her 
people, and it is happening on 
our watch," Cameron told a 
joint press conference with 
Obama after they held about 
90 minutes of talks in the 
White House's Oval Office. 

"The world urgently needs 
to come together to bring the 
killing to an end. None of us 
have any interest in seeing 
more lives lost, in seeing 
chemical weapons used." 

Cameron, fresh from a trip 
to Russia, one of Assad's few 
remaining backers, said he 
believed Washington, Lon¬ 


don and Moscow had found 
"common ground" on the cri¬ 
sis, which has left tens of 
thousands dead. 

Obama agreed, saying 
Russia had an "interest as 
well as an obligation" to 
work on resolving the crisis. 

"If in fact we can broker a 
peaceful political transition 
that leads not only to Assad's 
departure but a state in Syria 
that is still intact (...) and that 
ends the bloodshed, stabilizes 
the situation, that's not just 
going to be good for us — that 
will be good for everybody," 
the US leader said. 

Ahead of the talks, 
Cameron told National Pub¬ 
lic Radio that US Secretary 
of State John Kerry made a 
"real breakthrough" in talks 
with Russian President 
Vladimir Putin "when they 
agreed to an American-Rus- 
sia peace conference." 

The British leader also 
said that Putin was "keen 
now to move from the gener¬ 
alities of having a peace con¬ 
ference to talking through the 
specifics of how we can 
make (this) work."

Pioneer US TV anchor Barbara 
Walters to retire 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Celebrated US journalist Bar¬ 
bara Walters, as famous for 
blazing trails for women in 
TV news as she is for her po¬ 
litical and celebrity inter¬ 
views, officially announced 
Monday her retirement next 
year. 

"In the summer of 2014, a 
year from now, I plan to retire 
from appearing on television 
at all," Walters, 83, an¬ 
nounced on "The View," the 
late-morning talk show she 
co-hosts on ABC television. 

"It has been an absolutely 
joyful, rewarding, challeng¬ 
ing, fascinating and occasion¬ 
ally bumpy ride. I wouldn't 
change a thing," she said. 

"I'm perfectly healthy, this 



is my decision. I've been 
thinking about it for a long 
time and this is what I want 
to do." 

Walters began her career 
in 1961 at NBC's breakfast 
news and entertainment show 
"Today," making a household 
name for herself before bolt¬ 


ing to ABC to co-anchor its 
main evening newscast — a 
first for a female journalist. 

In 1997 she launched "The 
View," a daytime talk show 
pitched at women of diverse 
backgrounds featuring an all¬ 
female panel discussing is¬ 
sues of the day. Such is its 
reach that it is a must-visit 
stop for US presidential can¬ 
didates. 

Over the years Walters has 
interviewed leaders like 
Cuba's Fidel Castro, Egypt's 
Anwar Sadat and Israel's 
Menachem Begin (side-by- 
side for the first time) and 
every US president and first 
lady since Richard Nixon.

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Obama backs 
Cameron’s call 
for reformed EU

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama on 
Monday endorsed Prime 
Minister David Cameron's 
Europe strategy, as his guest 
faces a rebellion from 
within his Conservative 
Party on whether to pull 
Britain out of the EU. 

While stressing that it 
was up to Britons to decide 
their own fate, Obama strik¬ 
ingly backed Cameron's 
plan to seek to renegotiate 
Britain's membership in the 
bloc, before holding an in- 
out referendum, after talks 
at the White House. 

"I will say this, that 
David's basic point that you 
probably want to see if you 
can fix what’s broken in a 
very important relationship 
before you break it off 
makes some sense to me," 
Obama said at a press con¬ 
ference with Cameron. 

Obama, who has previ¬ 
ously called for a strong 
Britain, within a strong EU, 
said that he understood any 
talks on reframing the coun¬ 
try's position within the 
grouping would be long and 
complex. 

"So long as we haven't 
yet evaluated how success¬ 
ful those reforms will be. I 
at least would be interested 
in seeing whether or not 
those are successful before 
rendering a final judgment," 
Obama said. 

Cameron arrived in 
Washington under intense 
political pressure over Eu¬ 
rope as Tory members of 
parliament looked set to 
defy him in the voting lob¬ 
bies and amid divisions 
over the 27-nation union 
within his own cabinet. 

Cameron has promised 
to renegotiate Britain's rela¬ 
tionship with the EU before 
the next general election in 
2015, ana then, if he is still 
in power, to hold an in-out 
referendum on membership 
of the bloc before the end of 
2017.

Hundreds of Bangladesh textile plants shut indefinitely 


DHAKA (AFP) - Hundreds 
of factories which form the 
hub of Bangladesh's garment 
industry are to close indefi¬ 
nitely after worker unrest 
sparked by the death of more 
than 1,100 colleagues, em¬ 
ployees announced Monday. 

As the search for bodies 
from last month's collapse of 
a factory complex wrapped 
up, the textile industry's main 
trade body said all operations 
at the nearby Ashulia indus¬ 
trial zone on the outskirts of 
Dhaka were being suspended 
until further notice. 


Shahidullah Azim, of the 
Bangladesh Garment Manu¬ 
facturers and Exporters Asso¬ 
ciation, said the decision was 
made "to ensure the security 
of our factories". 

Local police chief Badrul 
Alam told AFP workers in 80 
percent of the factories had 
walked out earlier in the day 
to demand an increase in 
salaries as well as the execu¬ 
tion of the owner of the col¬ 
lapsed Rana Plaza complex 
in the town of Savar. 

Tensions in Ashulia had 
been further inflamed by the 


discovery of a dead female 
garment worker on Sunday. 
Police said they suspect that 
the death was a suicide 
sparked by a "love affair". 

Ashulia is home to around 
500 factories which make 
clothing for a string of major 
Western retailers including 
Walmart, H&M, Tesco and 
Carrefour. 

News of the indefinite clo¬ 
sure represents yet another 
body blow to the industry, 
which has pleaded with West¬ 
ern retailers not to pull out of 
Bangladesh and promised to 


come up with a credible 
safety framework. 

Swedish fashion giant 
H&M said Monday it was 
among the companies that 
would sign an agreement 
drafted by global unions to 
improve safety in the 
Bangladeshi textile factories 
it uses. 

The collapse of the nine- 
storey Rana Plaza, which 
housed five separate garment 
factories, was the worst in¬ 
dustrial disaster in 
Bangladeshi history and the 
latest in a long line of deadly 


tragedies to blight the textile 
industry. 

Bangladesh is the world's 
second-largest apparel maker 
and the $20 billion industry 
accounted for up to 80 percent 
of annual exports last year. 

Some activists have said 
that wages are kept low as trade 
unions have been hamstrung by 
government restrictions. 

However the Bangladeshi 
government on Monday ap¬ 
proved changes in the labour 
laws that would make it eas¬ 
ier for trade unions to organ¬ 
ise themselves. 
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Lifetime ban for Berlusconi requested at sex trial 


ROME (AFP) - Italian pros¬ 
ecutors on Monday called for 
former prime minister Silvio 
Berlusconi to be banned from 
politics forever and serve six 
years in prison for having sex 
with an underage prostitute 
and abusing his official pow¬ 
ers. 

’’There is no doubt that 
Silvio Berlusconi is guilty of 
the crimes he is accused of,” 
prosecutor Ilda Boccassini 
told the Milan courtroom at 
the close of a two-year trial 
that could rock the country’s 
newly formed grand coalition 
government. 


”He had sex with her and 
he knew she was a minor,” 
said the prosecutor, who has 
locked horns repeatedly with 
Berlusconi in past legal 
cases. 

”We request a sentence of 
six years in prison” for the 
senator, she said, adding: 
”We ask for a perpetual ban 
from holding public office.” 

The trial relates to crimes 
allegedly committed in 2010 
when Berlusconi, 76, was 
prime minister for the third 
time in his career and re¬ 
volves around what prosecu¬ 
tors say were raunchy ’’bunga

She also made her name in¬ 
terviewing a raft of Holly¬ 
wood celebrities such as 
Michael Jackson, Tom 
Cruise, Angelina Jolie and 
Justin Bieber. 

Until she retires Walters 
will continue to anchor and 
report for ABC News, appear 
on ’’The View,” and host spe¬ 
cials, said ABC, a unit of the 
Walt Disney Company. 

These include a ”20 Years 
of 10 Most Fascinating Peo¬ 
ple” special in December, a 
special on the Oscars, and a 
retrospective on her career. 
She will also remain execu¬ 
tive producer of ’’The View.” 

”1 will come back, I’m not 
walking into the sunset,” she 
told her live studio audience 
Monday that included Disney 
supremo Bob Iger. 

’’But I don’t want to appear 
on another program, I don’t 
want to climb another moun¬ 
tain. I want instead to sit in a 
sunny field and admire the 
very gifted women — and 
some men, too — who will be 
taking my place.” 

She was more direct when 
speaking about retirement to 
the New York Times: ”1 don’t 


want to do any more inter¬ 
views. I don’t want to do any 
other programs. I’m not join¬ 
ing CNN. This is it.” 

Boston-born Walters said 
she more than anyone else is 
surprised she had such a suc¬ 
cessful career, given how ”1 
wasn’t beautiful” and that she 
always had trouble pronounc¬ 
ing the letter R. 

Walters was famously 
lampooned for that speech 
impediment — and her pen¬ 
chant for self promotion — in 
the late 1970s as ’’Baba 
Wawa” by the late comedian 
Gilda Radner on the NBC 
comedy show ’’Saturday 
Night Five.” 

Radner rose to fame for 
that series of sketches, but it 
took years for the real Wal¬ 
ters to smile at it. 

’’Years later, when Gilda 
died, I sent her husband 
(actor Gene Wilder) a sympa¬ 
thy note and signed it Bar¬ 
bara Wawa,” Walters told the 
New York Daily News in 
2012. 

’’Gilda was so wonderful - 

- the sketch immortalized me 

— but at the time I wasn’t so 
thrilled.”

Obama hits out at claims 
of scandal in tax, 
Benghazi dramas 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Seeking to quell a growing 
scandal, President Barack 
Obama said Monday it would 
be "outrageous” if US tax au¬ 
thorities targeted conservative 
groups fiercely opposed to his 
White House. 

As he battled growing polit¬ 
ical woes, Obama also denied 
his White House had engaged 
in a cover-up to downplay the 
impact to his re-election cam¬ 
paign of the attack on the US 
mission in Benghazi last year, 
which killed four Americans. 

Obama sought to defuse Re¬ 
publican fury and political 
damage to his administration 
over revelations that the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Service had sub¬ 
jected conservative grassroots 
groups to extra scrutiny. 

Republicans, spotting a new 
political opportunity to damage 
Obama’s political standing, 
have seized on reports that 
emerged last week over the 
IRS's efforts to assess tax-ex¬ 
empt status of conservative 
groups. 

Republican Senator Susan 
Collins told CNN on Sunday 
that the reports were "ab¬ 
solutely chilling." 

The IRS cloud was the latest 
political drama to hit the 
Obama administration as the 
president struggles to enact his 
second term agenda in a polar¬ 
ized Congress just four months 
after his inauguration. 

Obama has also been hit by 


claims that his administration 
tried to downplay the political 
impact of the Benghazi raid, 
and changed talking points 
given to top US officials to cast 
doubt on whether the attack 
was terrorism. 

The president said that the 
campaign by Republicans and 
conservative media, which hit 
new heights with House of 
Representatives hearings on 
the issue last week, was politi¬ 
cally motivated. 

The White House had previ¬ 
ously claimed that the talking 
points on the affair given to UN 
ambassador Susan Rice before 
she went on talk shows in Sep¬ 
tember were only changed for 
stylistic reasons. 

Republicans charged that her 
statement that the attack ap¬ 
peared to be spontaneous and a 
reaction to an anti-Muslim 
YouTube video produced in the 
United States was proof the ad¬ 
ministration acted menda¬ 
ciously. 

They say they have evidence 
that shows that the talking 
points were systematically 
stripped by the administration 
to disguise the involvement of 
known Islamic extremists and 
an Al-Qaeda-linked group in 
Libya. 

Several senior US officials 
testified last week that Wash¬ 
ington could have done more to 
safeguard its mission in Beng¬ 
hazi ahead of and during the at- 
tack on September 11, 2012.

US moves 
troops closer 
as security 
worsens in 
Libya 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States has moved mil¬ 
itary forces closer to Libya 
since the Benghazi attack so 
they will be ready to respond 
to threats against diplomatic 
personnel, a Pentagon 
spokesman said Monday. 

The US Benghazi mission 
came under attack on Septem¬ 
ber 11, 2012, by armed insur¬ 
gents who set fire to the main 
consular facility and then at¬ 
tacked a nearby CIA annex. 
Ambassador Chris Stevens 
and three other Americans 
were killed. 

The Pentagon has since 
faced criticism by those who 
said it should have been able 
to more quickly mobilize 
forces to thwart the attack. 

Spokesman George Little 
said the Pentagon had sta¬ 
tioned additional military ele¬ 
ments — aimed at protecting 
diplomats or helping evacuate 
them if necessary — at the 
NATO base in Sigonella, on 
the Italian island of Sicily. 

He confirmed some of the 
troops had come from an air 
base in southern Spain, where 
500 marines were recently de¬ 
ployed along with MV-Os- 
prey — a troop transport plane 
that takes off like a helicopter, 
without a runway — as well as 
with refueling aircraft. 

On Wednesday, Washington 
reduced its embassy staff in 
Tripoli, saying the security 
situation had deteriorated as a 
result of the seizure of gov¬ 
ernment buildings by former 
rebels. 

Britain had taken similar 
steps after the April 23 car 
bombing at the French em¬ 
bassy, which injured two 
French citizens.

Poland resumes exhumation of 
Stalinist-era mass grave 


WARSAW (AFP) - The exhu¬ 
mation of a Stalinist-era mass 
grave in the heart of the Polish 
capital Warsaw believed to con¬ 
tain the remains of around 200 
victims of a post-war campaign 
of communist terror resumed 
on Monday following a winter 
break. 

Last year the IPN exhumed 
the remains of 117 suspected 
victims of a 1948-56 Stalinist- 
era reign of terror against Pol¬ 
ish anti-Nazi and anti-Soviet 
partisans from the mass grave 


at Warsaw's Powazki military 
cemetery for DNA testing. 

The project, which began in 
June 2012, aims to find the re¬ 
mains of General Emil Fieldorf, 
the head of Poland's anti-Nazi 
resistance army, and Witold 
Pilecki, a Polish partisan who 
voluntarily infiltrated the infa¬ 
mous Auschwitz Nazi German 
death camp in order to share his 
testimony with the world. 

After the war, both resistance 
heroes were accused of high 
treason and sentenced to death 


by Poland's communist author¬ 
ities loyal to Soviet dictator 
Joseph Stalin. 

Their place of burial has re¬ 
mained a mystery until now. 
Surviving family members 
have long hoped that DNA test¬ 
ing could establish the identity 
of remains found in Stalinist- 
era mass graves. 

All the exhumed remains will 
be tested and their DNA com¬ 
pared against a database of 300 
samples provided by several 
families.

Gene clues for testicular 
cancer, heart defect 


Panic grips 
Saudis amid 
fears of 


PARIS (AFP) - Separate 
studies of the human genome 
have found tantalising clues 
to the inherited causes of tes¬ 
ticular cancer and non-inher- 
ited causes of congenital 
heart disease, journals re¬ 
ported on Sunday. 

University of Pennsylvania 
researchers looked at the 
DNA of more than 13,000 
men, comparing the DNA 
code of those with testicular 
cancer — the commonest 
form of cancer diagnosed 
among young men today — 
against men who were other¬ 
wise healthy. 

They found four new vari¬ 
ants that increase the risk of 
this disease, bringing the tally 
of known mutations to 17, ac¬ 
cording to research reported 
in Nature Genetics. 

Meanwhile, investigators 
at the Yale School of Medi¬ 
cine found a clutch of gene 
mutations, absent in parents 
but found in their offspring, 


which account for at least 10 
percent of cases of severe 
congenital heart disease, a 
birth defect that afflicts 
nearly one percent of babies. 

’’Most interestingly, the set 
of genes mutated in congeni¬ 
tal heart disease unexpectedly 
overlapped with genes and 
pathways mutated in autism,” 
said Richard Lifton, a profes¬ 
sor of genetics. 

'These findings suggest 
there may be common path¬ 
ways that underlie a wide 
range of common congenital 
diseases.” 

The study appears in the 
journal Nature. 

Genomics is one of the 
fastest-moving areas of med¬ 
ical research. 

Identifying genetic signa¬ 
tures associated with disease 
opens up the prospect of 
DNA tests to identify people 
most at risk. They also throw 
open avenues of research to 
block or reverse the disease. 


Panic grips 
Saudis amid 
fears of 
SARS-like 
virus 

RIYADH (AFP) - Panic 
gripped Saudis in the 
country's east on Monday, 
where most cases of the 
deadly coronavirus have 
been detected, witnesses 
said, as the death toll from 
the SARS-like virus in the 
kingdom hit 15. 

Scores of people have 
reported to the emergency 
services at hospitals in 
the city of Al-Ahsa in East¬ 
ern Province, after show¬ 
ing even the slightest 
signs of a fever. 

All people showing pos¬ 
sible symptoms of the 
virus after being admitted 
to hospitals in Al-Ahsa re¬ 
gion have been placed in 
isolation, Saudi authori¬ 
ties said. 

Fifteen of the 24 people 
who have contracted the 
coronavirus in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia since August have 
died, the kingdom's health 
minister Abdullah al-Rabia 
said on Sunday. 

The minister said on 
Sunday that three new 
suspected cases had 
been identified. 

In all, 34 cases have 
been reported worldwide 
since the virus was first 
detected in September 
2012, with 18 of the vic¬ 
tims dying, according to 
the World Heath Organisa¬ 
tion. 

While the virus has been 
deadliest in Saudi Arabia, 
cases have also been re¬ 
ported in Jordan, Ger¬ 
many, Britain and France 
where two patients are 
now in hospital in the 
northern city of Lille. 

The virus is a cousin of 
Severe Acute Respiratory 
Syndrome (SARS).

Secret to longer life may 
be in the brain: study 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists 
said they had found a brain 
region that controls physical 
ageing, and could target it to 
manipulate the lifespan of lab 
mice. 

The findings may be a step 
towards finding the holy grail 
of slowing human ageing, but 
have yet to be tested in human 
subjects. 

The research, published in 
the journal Nature, implicates 
the hypothalamus — a brain re¬ 
gion that regulates growth, re¬ 
production and metabolism, in 
the gradual and coordinated 
bodily deterioration we call 
ageing. 

Though the brain has long 
been suspected of orchestrat¬ 
ing the process, this is the first 
evidence to that effect. 

The team said they could 
speed up or slow down ageing 
in mice by activating or in¬ 
hibiting the brain signalling 
molecule NF-kB in the hypo¬ 
thalamus, which in turn affects 
levels of a hormone called 
GnRH that plays a role in the 
generation of neurons — the 
data processing cells of the 
brain. 

By stimulating NF-kB, they 
caused a decline in GnRH 
which led to impaired neuro¬ 
genesis and ageing symptoms 
like muscle weakening, skin 
atrophy, bone loss and mem¬ 
ory impairment. 

NF-kB is generally respon¬ 
sible for regulating the body's 
response to inflammation, the 
New York-based team wrote. 

The researchers could also 



slow ageing in mice by giving 
them the GnRH hormone. 

"Our study provided inter¬ 
ventional strategies to slow 
down ageing through targeting 
the hypothalamus,” the study's 
senior author Dongsheng Cai, 
professor of molecular phar¬ 
macology at the Albert Ein¬ 
stein College of Medicine, told 
AFP by email. 

"It can help to slow down 
ageing, which is already a big 
breakthrough, as it can coun¬ 
teract against many ageing-re¬ 
lated diseases,” he said, while 
stipulating: "I don't think age¬ 
ing could be completely 
stopped.” 

Cai said he believed the 
mouse results would translate 
into humans, "though it will 
need future efforts to develop 
safe and applicable approaches 
to humans.” 

Commenting on the re¬ 
search, Harvard Medical 
School experts Dana Gabuzda 
and Bruce Yankner said the re¬ 
sults, if validated, may have 
important implications for 
treatment of age-related dis¬ 
eases — particularly those 
linked to inflammation.

Age and gender? Dutch 
develop analyser for 
Twitter 


Warming to hit half of plants, a 
third of animals 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Re¬ 
searchers at a Dutch university 
have developed an online pro¬ 
gramme that is able give the 
age and gender of users purely 
based on the content they post 
on the social network Twitter. 

Based on data from almost 
3,000 Twitter users who 
"tweet" messages in 140 char¬ 
acters or less, researchers at 
the Twente University near the 
eastern city of Enschede have 
compiled lists of words and se¬ 
quences corresponding with 
different ages and specific 
genders. 

Dong Nguyen, a doctoral 
student in computer sciences 
said users simply had to enter 
their username into the online 
programme which then calcu¬ 
lated age and gender by com¬ 
paring the last 200 tweets with 
the words and phrases in its 
database. 

"The distinction between 
men and women is actually 
very stereotypical," said 
Nguyen, one of the partici¬ 
pants in the project: "Men talk 
about football and women 


about their nails." 

"In terms of age, younger 
users talk about themselves a 
lot more and use a lot of 
emoticons while older people 
use longer words and sen¬ 
tences," she told AFP. 

Emoticons are a number of 
icons such as a "smiley face" 
to portray the writer's mood or 
facial expression in a tweet. 

The programme, which 
only analyses tweets in Dutch 
for now, has a margin error of 
four years, which dips for 
younger users and increases 
when users are older. 

"We note that users use 
more uniform language from 
about 35 years and older. 
There are larger differences 
between a users aged 15 and 
20 then there are between 
users aged 45 and 55," 
Nguyen said. 

Researchers at Twente in 
collaboration with the 
Meertens Dutch language and 
culture institute, were looking 
at updating the programme for 
other languages and adapting 
for popular networking sites 
such as Facebook. 


PARIS (AFP) - More than half 
of common species of plants 
and a third of animal species 
are likely to see their living 
space halved by 2080 on cur¬ 
rent trends of carbon emis¬ 
sions, a climate study said on 
Sunday. 

Output of man-made green¬ 
house gases is putting Earth on 
track for four degrees Celsius 
(7.2 degrees Fahrenheit) of 
warming by 2100 compared 
with the pre-industrial 18th 
century, it said. 

The unprecedented speed of 
warming will be a shock for 
many species, as it will badly 
affect the climatic range in 
which they can live, it warned. 

Investigators from Britain's 
University of East Anglia 
looked at 48,786 species and 
measured how their range 
would be affected according to 


models of carbon dioxide 
(C02) emissions. 

Fifty-five percent of plants 
and 35 percent of animals 
could see their living space 
halved by 2080 at current 
emission growth for C02, 
they found. The figures take 
into account the species' abil¬ 
ity to migrate into habitat that 
may open up as a result of 
warming. 

The species most at risk are 
amphibians, as well as plants 
and reptiles, and regions that 
would lose most are Sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa, Central America, 
Amazonia and Australia, the 
paper said. 

Lead researcher Rachel 
Warren said the estimates "are 
probably conservative" as they 
were based only on the impact 
of rising global temperatures. 

Other symptoms of climate 


change — storms, droughts, 
floods and pests, for instance - 
- would amplify the problem. 

The study, published in Na¬ 
ture Climate Change, said 
there was a ray of light. 

If carbon emissions peak in 
2016 — and decline by three to 
four percent annually there¬ 
after — this would limit 2100 
warming to 2 C (3.6 F), avoid¬ 
ing around 60 percent of the 
projected impact from busi- 
ness-as-usual emissions. 

But if the peak is delayed 
until 2021, emissions would 
have fall yearly by six percent 
to achieve 2 C (3.6 F) warm¬ 
ing, which would need a cost¬ 
lier effort to rein in energy use. 

Alternatively, if emissions 
peak by 2030 and then are re¬ 
duced at five percent annually 
to limit warming to around 2.8 
C (5 F), the loss of climatic 
range would be reduced by 40 
percent compared with busi- 
ness-as usual.

Crisis-hit Spain, Portugal back 
youth jobs plan 


MADRID (AFP) - Recession- 
hit Spain and Portugal said 
Monday they welcomed "any 
plan" to fight youth unemploy¬ 
ment, after reports that Euro¬ 
pean powers planned to invest 
billions in getting young peo¬ 
ple back to work. 

"Any initiative in favour of 
youth employment has my 
support," Spain's Prime Minis¬ 
ter Mariano Rajoy told a news 
conference alongside his Por¬ 
tuguese counterpart Pedro Pas- 
sos Coelho after a bilateral 
summit. 

Coelho concurred, saying: 
"Unemployment among the 
young is a tragedy for our two 
countries."

unemployment, through cred¬ 
its for companies. 

Under the initiative, billions 
of euros (dollars) in loans from 
the European Investment Bank 
would be used to promote ed¬ 
ucation, training and job place¬ 
ments for young people, the 
newspaper said. 

The Spanish and Portuguese 
leaders said they had not heard 
of the plan before Monday's 
report. 

In Spain the unemployment 
rate among those aged 16 to 24 
was 57.22 percent in the first 
quarter of 2013.

Togo leader slams 
rich countries over 
aid cuts 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP)- 
The president of Togo, one of 
the world's poorest countries, 
on Monday slammed rich na¬ 
tions who have cut develop¬ 
ment aid saying it contributes 
to the spread of terrorism. 

President Faure Gnassingbe 
told a UN Security Council 
meeting on terrorism in Africa 
that rich countries had unjustly 
cut foreign aid since the 2008 
financial crisis. 

"It is urgent that partner 
countries honor their promises" 
on aid, Gnassingbe said. "The 
crisis does not authorize donor 
countries to not respect their 
engagement to reach 0.7% of 
gross domestic product by 
2015." 

His attack came ahead of a 
meeting at the UN headquar¬ 
ters this week of UN panel — 
led by Prime Minister David 
Cameron of Britain, Liberia's 
President Ellen Johnson Sirleaf 
and Indonesia's President 
Susilo Bambang Yudhoyono — 
that will set the agenda for the

US cmde oil inventories last 
week were 4.2 percent higher 
than a year ago and at the high¬ 
est level since at least April 
1981, Tim Evans of Citi Fu¬ 
tures noted. 

Given the US glut and the 
global market currently show¬ 
ing a seasonal surplus, "we 
don't see the underlying funda¬ 
mentals supported a sustained 
move higher," Evans said. 

Analysts also credited the 
dollar's strength, which can af¬ 
fect demand from buyers using 
weaker currencies. 

"The US crude price has... 
suffered at the hands of the 
strengthening dollar," said 
dealer Jonathan Sudaria of 
Capital Spreads. 

Meanwhile Iran's oil minis¬ 
ter Rostam Qasemi declared 
that the Islamic republic was 
unhappy with current oil 
prices, which he said ideally 
should be above $100 a barrel. 

"Iran's suggestion has al¬ 
ways been to reduce (the) 
OPEC production ceiling," he 
told reporters at a petrochemi¬ 
cal conference in Tehran. 


"The market is not in a very 
bad situation but (the oil price) 
does not correspond to our ex¬ 
pectations." 

The Organization of Petro¬ 
leum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), which pumps about 
35 percent of global oil sup¬ 
plies, will hold its next output 
meeting in Vienna on May 31. 

US stocks traded largely 
flat Monday under the shadow 
of poor Chinese economic data 
and an only slight gain in US 
monthly retail sales. 

The S&P 500 managed to 
set a new closing record, but 
only on the back of an almost 
negligible 0.07 point gain from 
the previous mark Friday, end¬ 
ing at 1,633.77. 

The narrower blue-chip 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
slipped 26.81 (0.18 percent) to 
15,091.68, while the tech-rich 
Nasdaq Composite Index 
added 2.21 (0.06 percent) at 
3,438.79. 

US retail sales edged up a 
tepid 0.1 percent in April, 
though that was better than the 
0.3 percent decline analysts 
expected. 

In China, industrial output 
data from April suggested 
slower growth in the world's 
second-largest economy.

South Africa thieves 
nab Bieber concert 
cash 

JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Daring thieves have made 
off with tens of thousands of 
dollars in cash from a Justin 
Bieber concert in Johannes¬ 
burg, South African police 
said Monday. 

Burglars dug into a safe 
room in the city's Soccer 
City stadium — the venue of 
the 2010 football World Cup 
Final — just hours after the 
Canadian pop star wowed a 
sell-out crowd. 

"The suspect had gained 
entry through the roof," said 
police spokeswoman 

Katlego Mogale. 

"They broke the tile... of 
the bathroom between last 
night (Sunday) after the con¬ 
cert, and this morning." 

The unknown number of 
thieves escaped with over 
one a million rand 
($109,000, 84,000 euro), 
said Mogale. 

A concert employee had 
put the money in a safe at 
the stadium before locking 
up for the evening, said Mo¬ 
gale. 

The 19-year-old singer 
had performed on the sec¬ 
ond leg of his troubled "Be¬ 
lieve" world tour. 

So far the tour has seen his 
pet capuchin monkey quar¬ 
antined, a stun gun and 
drugs were found on his tour 
bus in Sweden and Bieber 
came under fire for a note he 
wrote at the Anne Frank 
House in Amsterdam.

The 39th-ranked Robson 
moved through to the second 
round in just under 90 minutes 
against Venus, the 1999 Rome 
winner now ranked 24th.

Venus pulled out of her first 
match last week with back 
pain and had reportedly been 
training at half strength in 
Rome. 

Elsewhere in women’s play, 
Australian Samantha Stosur 
came third time lucky in her 
pre-French Open campaign, 
with the ninth seed finally 
scoring a 2013 European clay 
victory 6-2, 6-3 over Hsieh Su- 
Wei of Taiwan. 

Stosur wasted no time in 
getting to Rome after her 
opening loss last week in 
Madrid to Carla Suarez 
Navarro, with 2010 Roland 
Garros finalist Stosur glad to 
get some work in on her game. 
She was also winless in 
Stuttgart last month. 

Germany's Sabine Lisicki 
beat American Madison Bur¬ 
dette 6-1, 6-2, but German 
sixth seed Angelique Kerber 
withdrew prior to her opening 
match with an abdominal in¬ 
jury and was replaced by Lour¬ 
des Dominguez Lino of Spain.

MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
Alex Ferguson thanked tens of 
thousands of Manchester 
United fans as they gathered to 
salute him and his final Eng¬ 
lish champion side following 
the culmination of an open-top 
bus parade from Old Trafford 
to Manchester Town Hall on 
Monday. 

United manager Ferguson, 
one of football's most success¬ 
ful bosses, is retiring after 
guiding the Red Devils to the 
English Premier League title 
for a 13th time. 

After Ferguson was seen 
singing "Glory, Glory Man 
United", the club's theme song, 
from the Town Hall balcony, 
he briefly took to a specially 
constructed stage in an Albert 
Square heaving with thousands 
of joyful Red Devils' support¬ 
ers all bedecked in the club's 
red, white and black colours. 

In what was likely his final 
public address to his adoring 
faithful, the 71-year-old Scot 
said the jubilant scenes sur¬ 
passed even those of 1999 
when the north-west side com¬ 
pleted an unprecedented tro¬ 
phy treble of Premier League, 
FA Cup and European Cham¬ 
pions League all in the one 
season. 

And the often shy but this 
time literally retiring Paul Sc- 
holes — the United midfielder 
is hanging up his boots at the 


end of the season having been 
one of Ferguson's mainstays — 
also had a word for the fans. 

"We set out each year to try 
and win the league. Most sea¬ 
sons we do it but it is good to 
see this turn out," Scholes said. 

But Monday's celebrations 
were all about Ferguson, now 
just one game away — at West 
Brom on Sunday — from com¬ 
pleting an astonishing career 
that has yielded 38 trophies for 
United in the more than 26 
years since he joined from Ab¬ 
erdeen. 

"Yesterday is a day I will 
never forget.," Ferguson told 
supporters outside Old Trafford 
before the bus made its stately 
departure to Albert Square 
amid a backdrop of chants of 
"We love you Fergie, we do!" 

"It was wonderful. Thank 
you. It was something all my 
family enjoyed and the grand- 
kids will never forget it," he 
added. "It is a young squad 
with a lot of good young play¬ 
ers and they will get better. The 
big test will be to win it three 
times in a row." 

He could not resist one last 
jibe at bitter rivals Liverpool, 
the club that dominated Eng¬ 
lish football when he arrived at 
Old Trafford in 1986 but whose 
previous record of 18 English 
titles that 20-times champions 
United have surpassed under 
Ferguson's astute guidance. 


Football: City sack manager 
Mancini 



LONDON (AFP) - Roberto Mancini was sacked as man¬ 
ager of Manchester City on Monday almost a year after 
leading the club to the English Premier League title, of¬ 
ficials announced. City's shock FA Cup Final defeat by 
Wigan at Wembley on Saturday strengthened rumours 
Mancini was about to be sacked and the club's Abu 
Dhabi-based owners confirmed Monday the end of the 
Italian manager's three-and-a-half years at Eastlands. 
The 48-year-old's time at City saw the club win a first 
major trophy in 35 years with the 2011 FA Cup, while last 
season's Premier League title was their first top-flight 
crown since 1968.

OAKLAND (AFP) - The 
Golden State Warriors deliv¬ 
ered a dominant performance 
in overtime to complete a 97- 
87 come from behind win over 
San Antonio Sunday and level 
their NBA playoff series. 

The Warriors knotted the 
best-of-seven Western Confer¬ 
ence second-round series at 
two games apiece, an impor¬ 
tant victory with the series 
heading back to San Antonio 
for game five on Tuesday. 

The win ensures the series 
will come back to Oakland for 
game six on Thursday. 

With Golden State star 
Stephen Curry hindered by an 
ankle injury, Harrison Barnes 
led the Warriors with 26 points 
and 10 rebounds. 

Jarrett Jack scored 24 points 
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and Curry chipped in 22 for 
Golden State, whose 65-51 ad¬ 
vantage in rebounding — spear¬ 
headed by Andrew Bogufs 18 
boards — helped them over¬ 
come 18 turnovers. 

Klay Thompson scored just 
10 points on 5-of-13 shooting, 


but his running bank shot over 
Tim Duncan knotted the score 
at 84-84 with 30 seconds left in 
regulation. 

The Spurs missed their next 
eight attempts, shooting just 
35.5 percent overall. 

Manu Ginobili led the Spurs 
with 21 points, but he missed a 
three-point attempt with 20 sec¬ 
onds left in the fourth quarter. 

Duncan scored 19 points and 
pulled down 15 rebounds. Tony 
Parker added 17 despite play¬ 
ing with a left calf injury result¬ 


ing from a kick he received in 
game three. 

The Warriors, who trailed by 
as many as eight points in the 
fourth quarter, never led in the 
final frame but pulled level 
twice. 

Thompson pulled them 


within 82-80 and a basket by 
Jack knotted the score with 58.5 
seconds remaining. 

Parker responded with a bas¬ 
ket, but Thompson again pulled 
the Warriors level at 84-84. 

After Ginobili’s miss, the 
Warriors gained the ball. On 
their final possession of regula¬ 
tion, Jack was off-target with a 
jump shot contested by Parker. 

It was Jack, however, who 
opened the scoring in overtime, 
sparking Golden State's 9-0 run 
to open the extra period that se¬ 
cured the victory. 


ANAHEIM (AFP) - Justin Ab- 
delkader scored a shorthanded 
goal and Henrik Zetterberg 
had a goal and an assist as De¬ 
troit advanced to the second 
round of the NHL playoffs 
with a 3-2 win over Anaheim. 

Abdelkader scored an unas¬ 
sisted goal late in the first pe¬ 
riod while killing a penalty as 
the Red Wings won the best- 
of-seven series four games to 
three. 

Abdelkader picked up a 
loose puck at centre ice and 
broke in on goal before faking 
once then sliding the puck be¬ 
tween Anaheim goalie Jonas 
Hiller's legs in front of a crowd 
of 17,412 Sunday night at the 
Honda Center arena. 

American Jimmy Howard 
had a strong game in goal, 
making 31 saves for Detroit, 
who will face the top seeded 
Chicago Blackhawks in the 
second round of the NHL's 
post-season. 

Four of the seven games in 
the series went to extra time 
but there was no overtime 
drama Sunday night as Detroit 
got all the scoring they needed 
in regulation. 

Valtteri Filppula also scored 
for Detroit, who led 2-1 after 
the first period and 3-1 head¬ 
ing into the third. 

Zetterberg, of Sweden, was 
the hero in Friday's win, scor¬ 
ing 64 seconds into overtime 
to lift Detroit to a 4-3 victory 


and forced the winner-take-all 
game seven. 

The Red Wings got off to a 
fast start Sunday, then con¬ 
trolled the tempo of the contest 
with their superior foot speed 
before holding on in the final 
minutes for the win. 

They stuck to their game plan 
which included using a strong 
forecheck to force the slower 
Anaheim defencemen to make 
mistakes and turn the puck over 
in their own end. 

Rookie forward Emerson 
Etem scored the first goal for the 
Ducks 13:48 into the first pe¬ 
riod. He showed great patience 
by cutting across the front of the 
slot area then beating Howard 
up high with a wrist shot to tie 
the game at 1-1. 

Canadian defenceman Fran¬ 
cois Beauchemin got credit for 
the Ducks' second goal with 
3:17 left in the third to make it 
3-2. 

Beauchemin threw the puck 
in front of the Detroit goal from 
the right side and it bounced off 
the right skate of Detroit de¬ 
fenceman Jonathan Ericsson 
and past Howard. 

Finnish star Teemu Selanne, 
who may have been playing his 
final game in a brilliant 20- 
year NHL career, had no points 
and one shot in 11:16 minutes 
of action for Anaheim. 

The 42-year-old Selanne 
said he would take some time 
over the off season to decide 
whether he wants to come back 
for another campaign.

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Goff; Woods silences Sergio 
with Players victory 



PONTE VEDRA BEACH, 
(AFP) - Tiger Woods shook 
off a double bogey at the 14th 
hole Sunday and held on to 
win the US PGA Tour Players 
Championship, setting another 
career milestone in the 
process. 

Woods, who had a share of 
the lead with Sergio Garcia and 
David Lingmerth after com¬ 
pleting the weather-disrupted 
third round on Sunday morn¬ 
ing, carded a final-round 70 for 
a 13-under par total of 275. 

That put him two strokes in 
front of Swedish PGA Tour 
rookie Lingmerth, Jeff Mag- 
gert and Kevin Streelman. 

Garcia, tied for the lead at 
the 17th, finished with a 
quadruple bogey and a double 
bogey, giving Woods the last 
laugh after a couple of days of 
verbal sparring between the 
two. 

Woods won the US tour’s 
flagship event, worth $9.5 mil¬ 
lion this year, for the second 



time — more than a decade 
after his victory in 2001. 

Since then he had posted 
only one top-10 finish at TPC 
Sawgrass until Sunday. 

Woods notched his fourth 
PGA Tour title of the year, and 
it’s the earliest in a single sea¬ 
son he has ever won a fourth 
title. 

’’Each year I’m tying to get 
better," Woods said. "So far 
this year, I’m off to a pretty 
good start." 

His 78th tour win came in 
his 300th start — he also won 
in his 100th and 200th starts. 

Woods had built a two- 
stroke lead through 13 holes of 
the final round, but he found 
the water off the tee at 14 and 
ended up with a double-bogey 
that dropped him into a four¬ 
way tie for the lead with Mag- 
gert, Garcia and Lingmerth. 

Garcia and Lingmerth, play¬ 
ing in the final group right be¬ 
hind Woods, had both just 


birdied 13. 

"Just hit absolutely the 
worst shot I could possibly 
hit," Woods said of his tee shot 
at 14. "But it was the only bad 
swing I made all day. I told 
myself I could still win the 
tournament." 

He made no more mistakes 
from there, adding a birdie at 
the par-five 16th to get to 13- 
under and finishing with back- 
to-back pars. 

Garcia got to 13-under with 
a birdie at 16. 

Garcia said before the final 
round he was happy not to be 
playing in the same group with 
Woods. 

Playing with the little- 
known Lingmerth didn't do 
Garcia any good when it came 
to the par-three 17th, TPC 
Sawgrass' signature hole with 
its island green. 

Garcia won the Players in 
2008 in a playoff at the 17th 
against Paul Goydos.
